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J.xtra(^  from  a  J^ampblct  intituled.  Innocent  Blood  cryinz  to  God 
from  the  Streets  of  ^Sekmon  occafioned  by  we  Mufn 

iler  of  Mefrs  Gray,  Maverick,  CaldweJl,  Attacks,  with  Carr 
fifice  dead,  and.  Monk  judged  irrecoverable^  and  fever al  others 
u'ounded,  by  a  Party  of  froops  under  Captain  Prefton,  on  the 
fifth  of  March,  1770.  Pteached  the  Lord^s  Day  followinz^  By 
John  Lathrop,  A.  M.  Pajlor  of  the  Second  Church  in  Bofton, 
Acw-Enolaiid. 

This  Sermon,  written  (MrLathrop  fays),  while  innocent  blood, 
was  in  view,  was  not  defigned  for  publication  ;  but  after¬ 
wards  yielded  to  on  earned  folicitation.  He  takes  for  his  text 
(»cn.  IV.  10.  “  The  voice  of  thy  brother's  blood  cried  unto  me 
from  the  ground/'  On  which  he  thus  difeourfes: 

“  i  need  not  inform  you,  my  bearers,  that  the  bloody  and  mod 
cruel  action  of  Jaft  Monday  evening  led  me  to  the  choice  of  the 
N'ords  which  have  now  been  read,  for  the  theme  of  the  following 
dii'cuurfe.  We  ihould  be  criminal  to  let  fuch  an  awful  affair  pafs 
over  without  taking  notice  of  it  in  a  religious  manner. 

“  The  unparalleled  barbarity  of  thofe  who  were  lately  guilty  of 
murdering  a  number  of  our  innocent  fellow-citizens,  will  never  be 
lori;oi. 

“  The  now  lifping  child  will  rehearlc^tbe  tragical  dory  to  his 
attentive  ofispring,  when  revolving  years  have  covered  his  head 
"ith  fiver  locks.  Future  generations  will  read  the  account  with 
f  >rrow,  indignation,  and  furprife :  Ibrrow  for  the  dead,  who  fell 
'ictiins  to  the  mercilefs  rage  of  wicked  men:  indignation  againd 
the  \vi  rft  of  murderers  >  and  furprife,  that  any  rational  beings  could 
I  e  fo  dellitute  of  every  human  feeling,  as  wantonly  to  dedroy  thofe 
'vlio  never  did,  or  thought  of  doing  them  any  iiurt. 

“  lint  wc  have  feen  the  gloomy  lime  when  our  brethren  were 
murdered  before  our  eyes,  and  our  mod  public  drcctswcre  deeply 
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dyed  with  innocent  blood.  How  affedling,  unutterably  affeef^in^ 
to  fe^  our  fellow-ciiizcns  fliol  to  deatli — their  garmenU  roUii  in 
hh^0:i,  and  corpfes  wallowing  in  gore,  upon  our  Exduinge,  the 
phee  oT  general  concoui  fe,  where  our  mod  rerpedable  inbabiunu 
meet  every  clay!  Bat  fuch  a  ftene  has  been  aded^yea  the  blood 
of  the  llaiii  is  but  now  wafhed  from  the  pavements ! 

**  A  noble  fpirit  indeed  has  appeared  on  this  pccafion,  not  only 
in  feciiring  ihe.prefunied  murderers  that  they  may  be  brought  to 
nial;  but  infilling  that  all  the  troops  Ihould  be  removed  from  a« 
niong  us. 

“  I'roTn  this  violent  out-breaking,  and  innumerable  dlfbrdcrs 
that  might  be  mentioned,  the  whole  world  may  he  convuiced  of 
the  iidtaiie  impropriety  of  quartering  troops  in  a  well-regulated 
<  irv,  under  a  notion  of  alTifting  the  civil  niagiAraie,  or  Hrengtben- 
ing  governnieut.  1  pray  God  we  may  never  behold  a  like  appe^f. 
aiKC  on  a  I’.ke  pretence  !  It  is  time  for  that  magilirate  to  refigii, 
who  cannot  depend  cm  the  aifillancc  of  his  neighkburs  and  fellow, 
ciii/.cn*  iii  the  adininillraiion  of  juilice.  And  that  government 
which,  rejecting  the  foundation  of  the  law,  would  e(labli/h  iifelf 
hv  ilie  Cvord,  the  fooner  it  falls  to  the  ground  the  better,  that  in 
it.  tleacl  aiioihcr  might  be  cllablinied,  ‘more  agreeable  to  the  na- 
lor^  f»r  man,  ami  confilleni  with  the  great  ends  of  fociety. 

“  But  we  HmII  leave  thefe  confiderations  to  the  improvement 
of  the  politicians  of  the  day,  and  purfue  the  thoughts  which  the 
w’orwis  read  Teem  naturally  to  fuggell. 

“  What  I  delign  is/  to  fliew  particularly  when  it  may  be  faid 
that  innocent  blcmd  crieth  unto  God  in  the  fenle  of  our  text,  and 
then  r.i.ike  ft.'ine  rclicctluns  iuitable  rc)  the  occallon. 

“  Firll  then,  human  blood  crieih  nuto  God,  when  it'isfhedin 
a  w  anton  or  crue  l  manner,  w  ithout  warrant  from  the  law  of  lb« 
liad  or  law  of  nations,  founded  lijron  and  conlillcnt  with  the  law 
of  uaiiu  e,  written  upon  the  heart  by  God  himfelf,  to  fpeak  in  the 
I angn.ioc  of  inlpiraliuii. 

“  i»rfore  there  was  any  fuch  thing  as  civil  government,  wliicl^ 
is  foiiuded  ou  compact,  or  the  agreement  of  a  number  of  people 
np  i.i  lame  plan  to  fecure  their  general  haf>pine(>',  every  individual 
h  111  a  right  to  his  own  perfon,  life,  and  limbs,  and  3,clcar 

ft-nle  of  his  duty  and  interell  in  prelciving  aiul  defending  them  i* 
y.iiull  the  attacks  of  any  one.  -Thefe  natural  notions  were  pUnteJ 
in  our  hrealls  by  the  (iod  who  made  us,  aiid  Would  for  ever  Iwd 
us  to  tl«-teimine  that  the  life  of  man  is  facred,  and  his  blood  not 
to  he  (bed,  u!  lefs  fufeiied  by  (ome  atrocious  crime.  In  iheyct  nn» 
•  culiivited  wilds  of  America,  To  flrong  are  thefe  moral  notices,  thit 
the  man,  w  ho  is  coni’rious  of  having  murdered  another,  does  not 
pfete»'.:l  to  refiil  the  furviving  relation,  who  takes  upon  himfelf 
the  otnee  of  nil  avenger  of  bh'od.  but  calmly  bow'S  his  head 
t  etve  the  tatal  blo'v.  Hence  well  obferve:;  St  Paul,  that  the 
then,  'ix'i/ich  hiii'c  not  the  (wri 
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thfir  under/landings  and  confciences  witftcffing  tbe  juRice  of  ib^ 
divine  decrt’e,  that  he  who  fpeddeth  man^t  blood by  man  his 

I'looil  be  fhed.  To  refufe,  or  unreafonabiy  delay  doing  juftice  upon 
ihe  murderer,  is  to  let  the  blood  of  the  innocent,  like  that  of  Abel, 
i.rv  uuio  (lod  for  vengeance. 

i  he  murderer  forfeits  his  right  to  life  even  in  a  Hate  of  na* 
where  there  is  no  civil  authority  :  in  that  cafe  every  man  is 
in  I'oine  feui'e  a  iniuifler  ofjuliice,  and  may  execute  the  law  vvhich 
(iod  has  vvritien  uj>on  his  heart.  And  whether  that  uniyerfal 
prai'ticc  which  obtains  among  the  favages,  of  the  nearefl  kinfman 
piirfaine;  and  flaying  the  murderer  of  his  relation,  is  not  (IrkHly 
juiUd  ihle  upon  prim  i]>les  of  natural  law,  will,  I  think,  fcarce  ad- 
nut  of  a  cjueitioii. 

‘‘I'luis  much  is  plain  ;  we  have  no  fccurity  for  life  in  the  neigh- 
foiirhood  of  a  perfoii  having  a  difpofiiiun  and  power  to  deflroy  us; 
leif-prcfervation,  therefore,  obliges  us,  on  failure  of  other  expe¬ 
dients,  to  cut  off  fuch  a  common  and  dangerous  enemy  And  It 
fccTiis  as  if  all  who  found  him,  whether  related  to  the  Rain  or  not, 
rii^hc  fall  upon  and  difpatch  him. 

“Howltrongafenfe  of  this  appears  in  the  fad  expoflulation  of  guih 
ly,  felf-condemned  Cain? — Every  one  that  findeth  mej})all  flay  me* 

“  From  the  cafe  of  Abel,  who  was  murdered  before  the  pro- 
inulg.ition  of  any  law  in  that  behalf,  it  is  fufficienily  evident,  that 
the  blood  which  w^as  unjuflly  ihedi  called  aloud  to  God  for  ven- 
j!;eance;  whether  it  was  his  will  that  the  Oiedder  fhould  be  deflroy- 
td  by  a  relation  of  the  (lain,  or  by  whoever  met  with  him,  or 
whether,  acting  as  fupreme  judge,  he*  referved  the  execution  to 
hiinfclf. 

We  add  fecondly,  the  blood  which  is  fhed  contrary  to  the 
revealed  lavv  of  God  calls  to  him  from  the  ground. 

“  God  fiicwed  his  abfolute  abhorrence  of  murder  from  the  be^ 
ginning:  he  denounced  a  tremendous  curfe  againfl  him  who  was 
firll  guilty  of  it  From  the  nature  of  the  crime,  and  the  fear 
which  Cain  cxprefTed,  it  b  more  than  probable  that  murder  was 
j>unillied  by  death  in  the  moft  early  ages,  though  we  hod  no  ex- 
preG  lavv  requiring  it  till  after  the  flood,  when  the  fblemn  decla¬ 
ration,  in  part  cited  before,  was  made.  And  furely  your  blood  oj 
your  Ihes  will  I  requires  at  the  hand  of  every  beajl  will  i  require 
it:  and  at  the  hand  of  a  man,  and  at  the  hand  of  every  mattes  brother 
will  /  I'eqnire  th^tife  of  man,  IVhofo  /heddeth  man's  blood,  by 
man  fall  his  blood  he  Jhed,  for  in  the  image  of  God  made  be  man. 
In  thefe  words  the  vi»luc  of  human  life  b  fixed;  a  guard  b  fet  u- 
I)on  it  by  God  himfe If,  and  that  penalty  is  fully  exprefTed  which 
the  Author  of  life  is  pleafed  fboold  be  incurred  by  him  who  tui- 
jullly  dares  to  take  it  away. 

‘‘  I'he  life  of  roan  b  highly  valued— ^/br  in  the  image  of  Cod 
made  he  man,  f  hb  value  was  fet  upon  the  life  of  man,  even 
'vhen  he  was  a  finnor;  for,  notwlthttanding  the  depravity  of  h»- 
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man  nature,  none  of  God’s  works  in  this  part  of  the  (yflem  art 
worthy  to  be  coi^pared  with  the  children  of  men.  They  are 
capable  of  higher  fervices  and  more  refined  enjoyments  than  the 
beafls  that  perifh. 

“  They  are  therefore  prote<5^ed  with  more  care.  Even  the  it* 
rational  creature,  who  is  capable  of  neither  moral  good  nor  evil, 
niuil  be  killed,  if  by  a  wild  ungovernable  rage  he  Ibould  deflroy  a 
man.  No  lefs  excufable  is  the  rage  of  man  if  he  really  intended 
to  kill,  unlef's  in  defence  of  his  own  life  under  abfolute  neceflity, 
he  Jiall  furely  be  put  if)  death,  according  to  the  itnniuiable  fen- 
lence  of  the  great  Jehovah  !— —  ♦* 

Mr  Latbrop  having  added  many  other  arguments  to  the  fore, 
going,  to  prove  that  innocent  blood  ctieih  unto  God,  he  proceeds 
to  mention  the  tranlat^tion  of  the  5th  of  March  as  lollows: 

‘‘  It  is  pretty  evident  from  feveral  plain  teftimonies,  and  a  va« 
riety  of  circumflanccs,  that  a  number  of  the  trooj>8,  with  other 
foils  6f  Belial,  were  determined  to  murder  the  inhabitants*—^  hey 
began  in  feveral  parts  of  the  town — I'he  alarmed  people  rung  the 
hells  to  colletff  an  aid  for  their  fecurity ;  and  when  they  bad  oblig* 
cd  the  firll  riotous  foldicrs  to  retire,  and  were  difperfing,  not  ex- 
}>e<^ting  any  further  difturbance,  a  party  of  the  troops  fired  upon  a 
number  of  innocent  people,  unarmed,  and  under  no  apprehenfionof 
fnch  cruel  treatment !  .1 

a  Were  our  brethren  killed  by  avowed  enemies  in  time  of  open 
war,  W'e  fliould  be  grieved,  it  is  true,  but  we  could  not  complain; 
fleaih  and  flaughier  may  then  be  expected  ;  but  in  a  time  of  pro¬ 
found  peace,  to  have  troops  quartered  among  us  on  pretence  of 
fnpporiing  government,  where  government  has  ever  been  fupport- 
ed  as  well  as  in  any* part  of  the  know'n  world— to  be  abufed  by 
common  foldiers — to  be  alTaultcd  by  them  in  fomc  one  or  other  part 
of  the  town  ahnoll  every  evening — to  be  wounded  with  the  inftni* 
ments  of  death — yea,  finally,  to  fee  onr  brethren  killed  in  cold 
Mood — to  behold  their  mortal  gafps;  and  hear  their  dying  groans 
- — but  I  defilf — the  rehearfal  of  thefe  things  is  too  much  for  me. 
Who  can  reflect  on  the  horrors  of  that  night  without  fhudderingl 
'What  were  our  fears,  when  the  inhabitaius,  routed  by  the  mur¬ 
der  of  their  brethren,  were  hurrying  together— When  the  troops 
Were  all  paraded,  and  with  fire-arms  prefented  (tood  ready  to  at¬ 
tack  or  defend,  from  the  jufl  indigrtation  of  an  enraged  mulcitodfi 
and  nothing  lefs  than  a  general  flaiighter  could  be  expetfted!  To 
God  alone  be  praife,  that  in  this  critical  moment  his  divine  power 
Was  difplaved,  and  the  remainder  of  wrath  in  fo  fignal  a  manner 
tell  rained  !  . 

‘  \o  lefs  confpicuouft  w’as  the  good  hand  of  God  in  moving  the 
hearts  of  ihofe  in  power  to  exert  ihemfeKes  for  the  immediate  re¬ 
lief  of  the  people  from  further  fears  and  dangers,  to  which  a  longer 
cnntimiauce  of  the  troops  in  town  would  have  fubjcdled' them. 
The  wifell  of  men  has  well  obferved,  and  loo  fenfibly  have  we 
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f.vind  it  verified,  that  perfons  cannot  well  dwell  together  unlefs 
ilicv  are  agreed.  *The  human  heart  muft  undergo  a  (Irange  rc^ 
volution  before  it  can  look  kindly  on  the  initruments  of  its  ruin 
and  delinidion!  We  truft  in  God^s  unerring  providence,  that  fo 
unnatural  a  focieiy  will  never  be  the  fubjedl  of  another  experiment 

_ That  the  civil  niagiflrate  will  never  again  be  furnifhed  with 

fuch  a  band  ofaffiflants,  as  will  refeue  criniinaU  out  of  his  hands, 
and  even  put  his  life  in  danger  in  the  execution  of  hU  office—— 

That  the  low  er  and  loofer  part  of  our  youth  may  never  again  have 
inch  additional  temptations  to  forfake  the  paths  of  virtue  and  re* 
ligioii/*

Chfervations  on  the  Scots  and  Englifh  La'U),  with  regard  to  the 

trial  of  Criminals. 

SIR, 

IMEAX  no  affront  to  perfons  of  different  opinions ;  nor  wouli 
1  wantonly  enter  into  an  altercation  with  any  man.  As  we 
live  in  a  country  where  unanimity  in  all  points  is  not  infilled  on, 
and  where  wx  are  allowed  to  declare  our  opinions  on  fome  fub* 
j.’cts  at  lead,  I  hope  my  making  ufe  of  this  liberty  will  not  be  ta# 
ken  amifs,  while  i  keep  myfelf  within  the  bounds  of  decency  and 
innderatioTi.  I  obferved  in  your  paper,  fome  time  ago,  a  letter  n 
alcrihing  the  unhappy  fate  of  Mr  Campbell,  W’ho  was  lately  tried 
liflore  the  court  of  judiciary  for  the  murder  of  lord  Eglinton,  to 
the  iniquity,  not  of  the  jury,  but  of  the  Scots  law  [P.i8.].,By  what 
1  could  gather  from  what  followed,  the  particular  inflance  of  ini* 
qniiy  alluded  to  by  the  writer,  was  their  giving  that  efficiency  to 
the  opinion  of  the  major  part  of  a  jury  which  in  England  belongs 
only  to  entire  unanimity.  I  will  readily  own,  that  I  am  but  little 
(onvcrlant  in  the  laws  of  England,  much  lefs  in  ihofe  of  Scotland, 
hut,  from  the  little  I  know  of  them,  I  feem  to  think,  that  the  im¬ 
perfection  common  to  humanity  belongs  to  each  country's  fyflem 
of  laws ;  and  that,  in  fome  particulars,  there  is  but  too  much 
I'aniality,  which,  in  reality,  is  but  iniquity.  I  alfo  lament  the 
iiiiferings  and  penalties  which  arc  fometimes  incurred  through 
that  ignorance  of  fo  large  a  body  of  political  reflraints,  which  is, 
and  nmfl  be  common  to  the  bulk  of  mankind  :  Notwit hflanding, 

I  am  well  convinced,  that,  upon  the  whole,  the  laws  of  England 
are  the  mod  excellent,  [^rhaps,  of  all  the  (ydems  that  ever  have 
been  formed.  For  the  mod  part,  as  far  as'I  can  judge  of  them, 
thev  are  founded  in  equity.  I  admire  them  ;  and  am  loth  to 
think  differently  from  their  mod  zealous  advocates  in  any  indance 
J'heie  their  honour  is  concerned  :  However,  fo  it  happens,  that, 
in  the  cafe  under  confideration,  I  am  obliged  to  dident  fi^m  the 
Kenileman  who  gives  them  the  preference  to  the  Scottifh  laws, 
how  glad  foever  1  fhould  be  to  fee  the  laws  of  my  country  excel 
the  laws  of  Scotland,  and  every  other  country,  in  this  and  cve*y 
•iher  particular. 
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I  muft  fay,  that,  in  ilic  inflance  wc  are  fprakiog  of,  the  laws oT 
ScoiUiid  are  more  fair  and  reafonable,  as  well  as  agreeable  to  tkt 
genius  and  fpirit  of  a  free  people.  An  agreement  of.  eight  per. 
fons,  left  pcrfedlly  at  liberty  to  form  their  own  judgment,  is,  ui 
my  opinion,  more  to  be  regarded,  and  ought  to  have  more  weight 
than  a  forced  unanimity  among  twelve  ;  a  forced  unanimity,  I 
fay,  for  fuch  in  reality  it  is — at  leall,  in  many  intricate  doubtful 
cafes,  where  unanimity  is  not  the  refult  of  a  real  confentaneity,  or 
where  the  jurors,  left  at  liberty,  would  form  different  opinions. 
Not  to  infill  on  the  extreme  ahfurdiiy  of  uling  cootpulAon  in  an 
affair  wdiere  jiiHice  is  fuppofed  to  depend  mrfl  effentially  upon 
the  free  nnbiaffed  convi(5lion  of  mens  own  minds;  to  ufc  compuliion 
is  to  infringe  on  the  rights,  and  may  I  not  add,  on  the  oath  of 
the  jurors.  Ought  they  not  to  he  free,  to  deliver  their  own  rtal 
ft  niiinents,  in  matters  of  fuch  high  moment  to  the  peace*'of  their 
own  mind,  to  the  fatisfa<ftion  of  their  own  confcience  ?  But  is  ft 
fiippofcable  that,  in  all  the  cafes  that  may  come  under  the  cogni¬ 
sance  of  a  jury,  a  real  agreement  of  opinion  will  infallibly  hap. 
pen  ?  What  then  fliall  wc  fay  to  the  oath  they  tJike  ?  Is  not  each 
of  them  fvorn  feparaiely  to  give  a  verdi<^>  according  to  evidence? 
lly  which,  1  apprehend,  is  meant,  that  he  Aiall  give  a  vcrdicl  ac. 
cording  to  the  evidence  as  it  (hall  appear  to  bb  own  mind,  not  to 
the  minds  of  other  jurors.  Nor  is  ibis  forced  unanimity  of  focb 
fervice  to  the  caufe  of  innocence,  or  of  jufticc,  as  may  at  firft  be 
imagined  :  to  me  it  appears  like  a  tw  o-edged  fword,  that  kills  at 
the  fame  time  that  it  defends.  Who  knows  not,  on  the  one  band, 
that  a  prifouer,  whom  the  majority  would  have  acquit  ted, *^1017 
be  facrificed  to  the  refohite  obllinacy,  or  whatever  you  may  call 
it,*  of  two  or  ihicc?  There  have  been  inflanres,  wherein  tenor 
eleven  men,  for  the  fake  of  eafe,  have  been  w'eak  enough  tofoffer 
their  own  convic^fiou  to  be  over-ruled  by  the  opinion  of  one  or 
two  overbearing  colleagues.  Who  knows  not,  on  the  other  hand, 
that  the  fame  caufe  may  operate  t<i  the  evafion  or  perverfion  of 
jidlice,  in  certain  inllances  ?  Wherefore,  in  my  opinion,  the  Scot¬ 
tish  laws  are,  in  this  particular,  more  fair,  more  agreeable  to  ibe 
iinalienahle  right  of  jurors,  and  more  friendly  to  the  caufe  of  jof- 
lice,  as  well  as  falisfayflorv  to  all  parties  concerned.— At  the  fin** 
time  I  think  one  advantageous  alteration  might  be'  made  iti  crimi* 
iial  cafes,  which  would  render  the  ftate  qf  the  accufed, in  fomede* 
grre,  lefs  dangerous  and  precarious  ;  I  mean  that,  in  order  fo  con¬ 
vict  a  min,  the  verdict  of  more  than  a  bare  majority  (hould  ^ 
made  nectlfary — as  fuppofe  of  nine  or  ten  out  of  fifteen.  If  f®® 
think  ihefe  cuifory  remarks  woithy  of  a  place  in  your  pipet| 
Infei  tinfj  them  you  will  oblige,  a  conll  jne  reader.  R*  R* 
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To  the  People  of  England. 

Amidst  all  tUc  nolfc  of  political  declamation  with  which 
YOU  are  diilurbed  and  di(lra<^ed  at  prefent^  I  hope  the  name 
o{'  Elizabeth  will  be  heard,  and  command  (bme  attention  from  ray 
oucT  dll  lit  ul  and  happy  lubjctfti.  My  concern  for  your  intereft 
will  not  be  qucftioncd,  nor  my  ability  to  judge  of  them,  which 
yoa  may  well  believe  is  now  farTrora  being  diininifhed.  The 
danger  in  which  1  now  fee  thofe  rights,  which,  as  Englifhraen, 
yoj  lioid  moll  dear,  weuld  not  have  engaged  me  to  addrefs  you 
at  ibis  jiuicinre,  beyond  any  that  has  occurred  near  two  centuries 
pall,  were  it  not  that  I  fee  you  alarmed  with  the  apprefaenfion  of 
yinu  danger,  but  unhappily  inidaken  as  to  the  quarter  from  which 
it  I  roceeds.  Your  liberty  and  property  have  often  been  in  dan¬ 
ger  from  donieftic  as  well  as  foreign  enemies,  and,  by  the  bleding 
orpiuvidcnce  on  your  national  councils  and  fortitude,  have  as  of* 
itn  been  wonderfully  refeued  :  but,  before  this  could  be  done, 
your  enemies  were  brought  forth  to  light  ;  you  dripped  them  of 
iheir  dirguife  ;  and  this  is  all  that  is  now  necedary  for  your  lecu* 
iliv. 

1  would  therefore  have  my  dear  people  of  England  (for  Ci  I 
iimfl  liill  tall  you),  to  know,  that  their  liberty,  peace,  and  even 
properly  are  in  danger,  but  not  from  the  mild,  the  gracious,  the 
liei'evolcni  prince,  w’ho  now  (its  upon  the  throne,  nor  fromony 
r.ieafures  to  which  he  has  hitherto  given  his  countenance.  Eight 
lliccenive  princes  have  intervened  lince  I  fwayed  the  feepter  over 
yon,  from  none  of  w’hom  have  you  received  fo  many  proofs  of  be¬ 
nignity,  felf-denial,  and  attention  to  your  conditutional  rights  and 
inicrclls,  as  you  have  had  from  him  in  the  few  years  that  are  pad 
in  his  adminidration.  Witnels  his  appointment  of  judges  during 
life,  his  giving  up  the  profits  of  the  civil  lid,  his  not  having  as  yet 
viliicd  his  foreign  dominions  (though  unworthily  and  ungratefully 
ircaicd  by  fonie  of  you),  his  taking  every  opportunity  of  reward* 
ing  niciir,  and  promoting  every  fcheine  of  public  utility,  and  his 
nut  grnfping  at  additional  power,  not  to  mention  his  exemplary 
b'eli.iviour  in  all  the  private  relations  of  life. 

Is  the  merit  of  all  thefe  loll  in  the  tumultuous  Middlefex  elec¬ 
tion,  the  tlilgrace  of  a  blafpbemous  prodigate,  and  delay  as  to 
lonie  national  accounts  not  as  yet  adjuded,  but  not  chargeable  on 
him,  or  by  fomc  conllictitionat  defe^fts  unavoidable  in  the  bed  re* 
gnliied  conllitution  of  government  upon  earth,  and  not  peculiar 
to  the  prcfeni  reign,  but  fnch  as  took  place  when  (both  iince  its 
commencement  and  formerly)  you  were  the  terror  and  the  envy 
ot  ILurope  ? 

^V^nlld  you  know,  therefore,  from  what  quarter  you  are  mod 
i:i  <langcr  ;  it  is  from  a  few  fa^ious  defiguing  men  among  your* 
fvlves,  whofe  fortunes,  ample  as  they  arc,  being  unequal  to  their 
•  ‘  i  f  xpcnie  and  extravagance,  on  dndlng  tbemfelvcs  at  prefent 
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excluded  from  places  of  great  power  and  profit  in  the  adininiflra. 
lion,  in  which,  when  pofTeflcd  by  them,  fome  of  theni_a<5led  undq. 
rif  iilly  to  their  fovereign,  and  ungracioufly  to  the  public,  they  are 
willing  to  hazard  the  throwing  all  into  confufion,  and  the  piitting- 
a  Hop  to  all  the  meafures  that  might  be  purfued  for  the  public 
good,  in  hopes  of  fliaring  at  lafl  in  your  fpoils,  and  perhaps  en* 
grofling  the  greateft  part  of  them  on  the  exclafion  of  their  oppo* 
poneuts. 

Do- but  refle<ft  a  little  on  their  manner  of  proceeding,  and  you’ll 
not  have  the  finallefl  doubt  of  the  falfehood  of  their  pretenfions 
to  patriotifm,  public  fpirit,  and  fupporting  the  rights  and  liberties 
of  the  nation.  • 

Was  it  not  under  the  ailminiftration  of  (bme  of  thofe  pretended 
patriots,  that  the  nation  was  involved  in  an  immenfe  debt,  and  in 
almoli  inl’uperable  diiliciihies  with  its  colonifts  ?  Is  it,  therefore, 
by  receiving  them  again  into  the  adminillration,  that  you  can  ex¬ 
pect  a  l  edrels  of  ihefe  grievances  ?  They  complain  of  the  unequal 
lepreientation  of  the  people,  the  long  duration  of  parliament,  and 
the  number  of  penlioners  and  placemen  in  it.  But  did  they  ever 
I’ervc  for  lefs  than  others?  Did  they  ever  attempt  redlifying  any 
of  thele  evils,  when  they  themfeb^es  were  in  power?  And  is  it 
not  notorious,  that  they  employed  that  power  and  truft  in  (ecu- 
ling  lucrative  places  to  iheinfelves  and  their  friends,  not  forgetting 
even  their  menial  fervants  and  domellics  ? 

If  there  are  ibine  public  accounts  as  yet  unfettled,  is  it  modeft 
in  them  to  lind  fault  who  omitted  fuch  fettleinents  themfclves? 

'  Are  there  any  in  the  adminiltratioii  at  prefent  chargeable  with 
irregularities  in  their  private  condudl,  nay,  even  with  vice  and  dif* 
fipaiion,  lo  unhappily,  yet  univcrfaJly,  prevalent  among  yon?  Look 
at  the  mock  patriots  and  heroes  in  the  oppofition  to  them,  and 
fee  how  much  you  can  glean  of  private  or  public  virtue  among 
iheni  who  fet  up  for  reformers  of  the  (late?  Is  it  not  notorious,' 
that  their  political  afleinblies  or  conventions  may  put  you  in  mind 
of  what  you  read  of  the  ancient  Bacchanalia  ;  they  feem  rather 
calculated  for  gratifying  their  worn-out  appetites  and  tafte,  at  any 
expcnce,  than  for  carrying  on  any  fober,  wife  and  regular  plan  for 
the  good  of  the  nation,  and  extricating  it  out  of  its  prefent  diffi¬ 
culties  ?  When  you  fee  one  of  them,  whimdcal  in  aU  his  projetfls, 
laviihing  ten  thou  fund  pounds  of  the  treafurc  of  the  community 
in  which  ho  prehdes,  on  one  night’s  entertainment  of  his  alTbciates 
nl  both  fexes  ;  another,  perhaps,  one  third  or  fourth  part  of  that 
lum  out  of  his  own  private  finances  at  different  times;  in  th<  fiinic 
ly  a  third,  a  fourth,  a  fifth,  all  following  the  fame  inebriating 
cxain]>le  of  epicurifm  and  extravagance,  is  it  not  natural  for  you  to 
conclude,  that  thefe  are  not  the  men  to  favc  your  country,  elfc 
they  would  employ  their  money  in  many  ways  more  for  the  pub¬ 
lic  emulument,  and  for  an  example  toothers,  of  that  frugality  and 
difiuicrcllcducfs  which  were  the  glory  of  iny  times,  and  which 

would 
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would  be  a  virtual  addition  to  the  wealth  and  independence  of 

iliefe  nations. 

As  Toon  may  the  people  of  England  expert  that  they  fhall  learn 
pifty  from  Mr  Wilkes,  honefty  from  Mr  Vaughan,  or  (bbriety 
from  the  London-tavern  club,  as  that  the  livery  of  London,  ever 
atirntive  to  private  interefts  and  aniniofities,  Ihali  nobly  exert 
tlieinlcKrs  to  fecure  the  laws  and  liberties  of  England  ^  their  dif* 
poiition  was  well  known  to  me,  and  kept  under  proper  reftraint  ; 
it  is  far  from  being  now  changed'  to-  the  better  ;  they  have  the 
fiine  tendency  to  faction  and  licentioufnefs  ;  and  had  either  their 
petition  or  remonftrance  had  the  effect  they  defired,  what  w^ould 
have  been  your  fitualion  at  prefent  ?  either  the  royal  prerogative 
would  have  been  enlarged  to  prevent  anarchy,  or  you  would  have 
been  the  Haves  of  Co  many  petty  tyrants.  The  fame  feene  of 
riot,  tinmilt,  and  confuiion,  which  yon  complained  of  two  years 
ago,  hid,  by  this  lime,  been  renewed  all  over  the  nation,  and  the 
whole  vciy  likely  to  ilTue  in  fuch  a.catallrophe  as  would  be  fatal 
to  its  credit,  its  power,  and  its  liberty.  In  averting  this  hitherto, 
the  fiiprcnie  arbiter  of  the  fate  of  nations  has  been  more  kind  la 
you  than  many  of  you  were  aware  of ;  anti  that  he  may  continue 
to  avert  it,  Hiall  always  be  the  defire  of  your  once  watchful  and 
Nvell  beloved  Ibvereign.  ELIZABETH. 

Memoirs  of  Villain,  us  related  by  himfelf  a  few  moments  hcn 

fore  his  death, 

M\  father’s  name  was  Belcher  Saint  Belial,  He  was  an  un¬ 
der-retainer  to  the  law,  and  raked  up  a  little  fortune  by 
crooked  practices  ;  fo  that  he  grew  ambitious  of  preferring  me,  his 
unly  child,  to  the  bar,  and,  in  that  view,  fent  me  to  fchool,  and 
from  fchool  to  Oxford.  But  I  ought  to  have  begun  my  hiftory 
Earlier. 

If  there  are  devils,  I  furely  had  one  before  I  faw  the  light,  and 
''as  filled  with  the  evil  fpirii  from  my  mother’s  womb;  infbmuch 
tiiat  my  nurfe  died  of  a  cancer  in  her  bread,  occafioned  -by  the 
envenomed  bites  1  gave  her  nipple  with  my  toothlefs  gums  while 

Ihc  fiickled  me. 

While  an  infant,  I  took  a  heart-felt  pleafure  in  difmembering 
Hies,  and  irt paling  worms  alive  upon  pins  ;  and,  when  at  fchool,  I 
'vas  the  promoter  of^all  parties  for  worrying  and  torturing  cats 
and  dogs  to  death.  But  niy  principal  amuferaent  lay  in  catching 
and  fleaing  frogs,*  in  feeing  them  fpring  about  m  the  rage  of  their 
pains,  and  fb  leaving  them  to  pcrifli  in  unutterable  anguifh. 

As  1  grew  in  dature,  I  grew  alfo  in  the  drcngih  of  my  malig- 
Evil  became  my  good.  My  enjoyments  lay  in  the  lofs,  da. 
*''age  and  detriment  of  others.  I  conceived  a  kind  of  envious  hate 
agaiull  tliofe  who  had  done  me  a  benefit.  1  requited  open  friend- 
Hn;)  with  hidden  malevolence  ;  and  I  cannot  remember  that  ever

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T  felt  a  fcnfc  of  any  thing  that  goes  by  the  name  of  gratitude,  ha. 
inanity  or  virtue. 

1  ufually  carried  about  me  a  walking  Jftick  or  cane,  in  the  ho], 
low  part  of  which  an  iron  fpike  was  contained,  which  I  could 
caufe  to  fpring  forth  with  a  fliaka  of  my  arm,  and  again  rectum  to 
lU  cafe  with  pleafure.  With  this,  as  I  drolled  the  helds,  whicli  I 
often  did  for  the  purpofc,  I  dabbed  the  cattle  of ‘the  ueighbours 
in  the  belly  or  fundament,  and  chuckled  to  fee^t^cm  leap,**  and 
kick,  an^l  plunge  about  in  their  agonies.  In  diort,  I  drew  to  my«, 
felf  a  kind  of  comfort  from  a  companion  w  ith  the  miferies  that  I 
inflicled  on  other  creatures ;  and  bad  "the  elements  been  .at  my 
coiitroul,  nothing  Uit  ped  and  hurricane,  didemper  and  lingering 
death  (hould  ha\e  arifen  and  prevailed  throughout. the  date  of  na¬ 
ture. 

,  At  college,  1  got  acquainted  with  one  Clement,  a  gentle  tem¬ 
pered  but  weak  lad,  of  whom  I  made  a  property.  And  I  prevail¬ 
ed  upon  him  to  turn  away  fcveral  of  his  fervants,  under  colour  of 
their  having  dolen  the  ca(h,  books,  and  other  effetds,  of  which  I 
had  fecreily  plundered  him. 

At  Icngih  I  had  private  intelligence  that  my  father  had  been 
pilloried  for  forgery,  and  other  double-handed  dealings  :  that  he 
had  died  of  the  bruifes  which  he  received  on  the  execution  of  his 
Irntcncc  ;  and  that  bis  effects  had  been  feized  by  a  varfety  of 
claimants.  Whereupon,  without  taking  any  notice  of  niy  father 
or  family,  I  made  my  fliorteft  way  to  London,  with  all  that  I 
could  borrow,  or  lay  a  light  hand  upon  among  my  acquaintance. 

The  fird  thing  I  did  on  my  arrival,  was  to  wait  upon  old  Cle¬ 
ment,  the  father  of  ray  friend,  with  a  forged  draught  upon  him 
for  a  liuiidrcd  pounds  ;  on  the  fight  of  which  he  fo  fretted,  and 
exclaimed,  and  walked  about  in  fuch  perturbation,  that  1  greatly 
feared  1  had  overflioi  my  mark.  At  length,  however,  he  laid  me 
down  the  money,  but,  catching  up  a  book,  fwore,  that  it  was  the 
laft  penny  his  fon  fliould  receive  from  him  for  fix  months  to  come. 

iJe  began  to  quefUon  me  touching  the  charatfier  of  the  young 
gcnileman  ;  and,  under  colour  of  praifing  him  for  articles  to  which 
1  perceived  the  old  man  had  an  averfion,  I  exafperaied^  him'to 
fnch  a  degree,  that  he  again  fwore^he  would  hold  no  further  cor- 
refpondcnce  w  ith  him,  until  he  fhould  he  fully  affured  of  bis  refor¬ 
mation.  .% 

Having  thus  effetflually  cut  off  all  commerce  between  my  friend 
and  his  f  ather,  1  cafl  afidc  iny  fears  of  being  fuddenly  brought  to 
account  for  my  late  acqntfition.  1  was  even  fo  daring  as  to  take 
lodgings  the  very  next  door,  where  i  got  in  league  with  a  young 
W’oman  of  a  moll  (educing  face  and  perfon,  hut  whofc  profligsey* 
of  manners  was  arifnily  covered  by  the  mod  artlefs  appearance  of 
.fliamefaced  innocence  that  ever  graced  the  feigned  character  of 
any  a^trefs  on  any  ftage.  * 
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She  did  not  attempt,  liowcvcr,  to  impofc  upon  inc;  for  kindred 
niinds  like  ours  inllantly  faw  into  each  other  ;  and  we  loon  con^ 
tericd  a  plan  for  her  marrying  Goodman  Clement,  and  dividing 
the  (pods  of  the  old  inifer  between  us. 

This  v\e  eafily  brought  about,  and  never  was  man  fo  happy  in 
being  inipofed  upon,  while  1  (hared  with  him  the  pofleflion  of  his 
piirle  and  his  bride. 

in  the  mean  time,  as  I  bad  promi(ed  to  procure  him  intelligence 
concerning  his  fon.  I  produced  feveral  forged  letters  from  pretend¬ 
ed  correlpondents  at  Cambridge,  containing  fuch  account  of  the 
galluntrit’s,  and  other  extravagancies  of  young  Clement,  as  w'hol- 
ly  alienated  his  father’s  adeeftions  from  him,  and  he  fent  him  a 
final  note,  whereby  he  difearded  him  from  his  fortune  for  ever. 

About  two  years  thus  paded  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  all  that 
could  glut  fielh  and  blood  ;  though,  in  order  to  ingratiate  myfelf 
with  the  old  man,  I  appeared  to  him  the  mod  frugal  and  abde- 
jnious  of  mankind  :  But  one  night,  while  Mrs  Clement  and  1  fat 
together,  indulging  ourfelves  in  the  hope  that  the  good  man  had 
beeii  knocked  on  the  head,  or  had  fallen  dead  of  an  apoplexy,  he 
was  brought  to  us  in  a  chair  pale  and  wounded,  and  told  us  he 
Ihoiild  certainly  have  been  murdered,  had  he  not,  by  the  mod 
woiiclcrful  providence,  met  with  his  fon,  who  bravely  knocked 
down  the  robber^  and  happily  delivered  him  ;  and  that  he  had  gi¬ 
ven  him  what  cafh  he  had  about  him,  with  a  note  for  five  hun¬ 
dred  pounds  upon  the  bank.  '  ^ 

All  in  a  panic,  and  thunderdruck  at  I  was  by  this  news,  I  yet 
pretended  to  congratulate  him  on  the  return  of  his  fon  to  his  du¬ 
ly,  but  advifed  him  to  go  to  bed  dire^dly  for  the  recovery  of  his 
bealth  and  fpirits. 

The  remainder  of  the  night  I  walked  about,  agonizing  and 
racking  my  brain  for  ibme  expedient  to  divert  the  indant  ruin  that 
impended,  when  a  fudden  thought  darted,  or  was  rather  infufed 
into  me  ;  and,  at  dawn  of  day,  1  went  to  an  agent,  who  had  done 
feveral  jobbs  for  me  of  no  very  laud<able  tendency. 

When  I  had  given  him  his  leflbn,  and  put  twenty  guineas  into 
his  hand,  he  hadily  went,  and  defired  to  fee  Mr  Clement  on  bud- 
iiels  of  great  confequence,  when,  falling  on  his  knees,,  be  confefled, 
'vith  appearing  penitence,  that  he  was  the  perfon  who  had  wound¬ 
ed  him  the  foregoing  night ;  that  he  did  not  intend  to  hurt  him 
fu  much,  but  that  young  Mr  Clement  had  hired*  him  for  that  pur- 
pi^fe,  and  lay  in  wait  hard  by,  in  order  that  he  might  appear  to 
eome  in  lo  his  refeue. 

This  tale  was  fo  feafible,  that  the  old  man  fwallowed  it  as  a 
;;recdy  fhh  fwallows  the  bait,  that  at  the  fame  time  conveys  the 
barb  into  his  bowels.  He  therefore  had  me  called  to  him  in  a 
hurry,  told  me  what  he  had  difeovered,  and  gave  roe  orders  to  (lop 
payment  of  the  five  hundred  pounds,  with  a  hafty  note  to  be  left 
at  the  bank  for  his  fun. 
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On  the  way  I  recolle^ed  an  advertiferacnt  in  the  public  papers 
that  oflfered  a  large  reward  for  the  caption  of  one  Arabella  Ciew 
meat,  who  had  been  guilty  of  a  murder;  and  it  iaHantly  occurred 
to  lac,  that  (he  was  probably  the  wife  of  my  quondam  friend  and 
patron.  Wherefore,  as  loon  as  I  h^d  dilpatched  my  buGneCs  at 
tlie  bank,  I  ran  and  collected  a  number. of  conllahles,  and  waited 
with  them  aloof  till  I  faw  the  obje«fl,  whom  1  dreaded  and  deteft. 
cd  above  plague  and  poifon,  enter  and  return  difeoatented  at  the 
diraj)pointment  I  had  prepared  for  him.  We  then  dogged  kbn 
at  a  dillance,'  till  we  faw  him  fafe  lodged^  and,  following  foftly 
lip  Hairs,  vve  demanded  a  woman  who  Hood  before  us  for  tnir  prii 
ibner. 

Young  Clement,  then  all  enraged,  exerted  himfelf  with  won. 
dcrfnl  action  and  intrepidity.  With  oi\e  Hroke  of  a  poker  he 
lore  oH*  mv  right  car,  and  cleft  my  Hioulder  to  tbe*bone;  then 
drove  us  all  down  Hairs,  though  leveral  Hiot  were  hred  at  him. 

What  happened  to  him  afterwards  1  knew  only  from  report, 
for  I  lay  ill  of  my  vvoiinds  for  feveral  months  togeilter,  aod  on  my 
recovery  could  Icain  nu  tidings  concerning  him. 

Jn  the  mean  fpace  my  continual  fears  of  his  appearance  made 
iny  life  extremely  mit'erable.  My  paramour  and'  I  had  often 
thoughts  and  confultations  touching  the  expediency  of  makiag  a* 
way  with  the  old  gentleman;  but  it  occurred  to  us  that  young’ 
Clement  might  Hill  be  alive,  and  on  the  death  of  iiis  father  might 
brinn;  ns  to  a  fevere  account  for  his  fnhHance. 

At  length,  about  fix  weeks  ago,  as  I  returned  from  tranfadling 
nn  affair  at  St  Albaus,  1  met,  and  iiiHaiuly  recognized  my  oldene* 
iny,  walking  with  a  young  gentleman  alxiut  a  mile  from  this  town. 
Immediately  I  Hopped,  and  pulling  my  hat  over  my  eyes,  pray 
gentlemen,  faid  I,  am  I  on  the  right  road  to  London?  for  I  have 
travelled  far,  and  fear  I  may  have  gone  aHray.  You  arc  on  the 
direct  road,  f.iid  the  lad,  but  if  you  chufe  to  Hop  fliort,  you  ire 
heartily  welcome  to  a  lodging  with  us  for  the  night.  Why  gentle* 
men,  fiid  I,  da  you  live  in  yonder  town?  Wc  do,  faid  Clement 
In  that  anfwer  1  had  all  the.  intelligence  1  dcGred,  and  away  I 
Ipnrrrtl.  p 

From  that  time  fcarce  a  day  paffed  wherein  I  did  not  take  an 
airing  tnx  the  fame  road.  Hill  expet^ling  and  panting  tcrmcetEiy 
atlverfary.  I  rode  armed  wdih  one  cafe  of  piffols  before,  and  aio* 
tber  in  my  pockets;  and  I  determined,  though  I  (hould  meet  Cle* 
mem  in  the  inidH  of.an  hundred,  men,  to  Hioot  him  diretHly  thro* 
tile  he  ld,  and  truH  to  the  fpeed  of  my  horfe  for  my  efcape*  But 
tills  day,  as  I  relumed  near  the  farther  end  of  the  town,  a  white 
gait,  purfiied  by  a  dog,  niHicd  fudderdy  through  a  hedge,  where* 
upon  my  hoi  l’e  plunged,  and  one  of  the  piHols  that  was  ready 
cocked  in  mv  waillcoat  pocket  went  off,  and  reduced  me  to  the 
tunJitiou  la  which  you  behold  me.

Ciakui  Remarks  on  the  Law  relating  to  the  torture  of  Criminals. 

AS  I  was  fitting  this  morning  in  the  corner  by  the  fire.tide  in 
the  colfee-houfe,  two  gentlemen  entered  and  took  pofleliion 
of  the  vacant  chairs  about  the  little  round  tables  and  one  of  them 
rent!  a  news-paper  to  his  companion ;  when  he  came  to  the  account 
of  the  fiiotking  wrelfh  who  refufed  to  plead  to  his  indi<flment  at 
Kiiiivlton*,  the  other  exprefled  much  aftonilhment  at  the  folly  of 
a  inin,  who  would  fubmit  to  be  dying  for  a  week  in  agonies  incx- 
prellible,  rather  than  jhit  himfclf  upm  bis  trial,  by  which  means 
he  would  have  a  podibility,  however  (light,  of  avoiding  puni(hmcn|, 
and  that  if  he  Ihould  be  convi<fted,  an  eafy  death  would  be  the  ut- 
rnufl  of  his  fulTeriiig  in  this  world  ;  his  friend  obferved,  that  the 
fellow  was  lucky  in  not  having  been  brought  to  trial  on  tha  la(b 
cl  ly  of  ihe  allizes,  for  that  if  the  fcntence  had  been  pafTed  upoa 
him,  and  the  commiffion  of  the  judges  expired,  the  fentence  could 
iiv)t  have  been  changed,  and  quoted  (bme  diiium  of  Lord  Chief 
jalilce  Holt  to  that  effeeft;  and  al(b  faid  that  it  bad  been  objecrled 
i)y  the  King  of  PrulTia  in  Ibme  of  what  that  prince  calls  his  Philo- 
f)phical  Works,  ElTays  againd  the  cxiftence  of  God,  or  Immorta¬ 
lity  of  the  Soul,  &c.  that  the  peine  forte  &•  dure  was  to  all  intents 
and  purpofes  the  fame  as  giving  the  queftion,  as  the  French  call  it; 
or,  ill  plain  knglifli,  putting  a  man  upon  the  rack. 

1  look  the  liberty  to  iiuerpofe  with  my  opinion,  that  it  could 
not  he  applied  to  putting  a  perlan  to  torture,  in  the  ufual  mean¬ 
ing  of  the  word,  when  applied  to  judicial  matters,  becaufe  the 
torture  is  given  to  make  perfons  acknowledge  their  guilt;  and  the 
otlicr  is,  on  the  contrary,  to  make  them  deny  their  guilt ;  but  that 
hill  1  thought  it  was  a  ridiculous  aixi  abfurd  regulation  or  inditu- 
lion,  and  that  the  law  feemed  in  (bme  mealure  to  confefs  the 

/oily 

*  The  clrcumftance  is  as  follows :  A  maiif  who  was  charged  with  returning; 
from  trani'portation,  being  arraigned  at  the  laft  aflizes  at  Ktngfton,  refufed  to 
plead  to  tlie  indieftment,  un^efs  the  judge  would  promife.  that  in  cafe  he  fliould  be 
Convicted,  his  fentence  ihould  not  be  tranfportation  again  :  Mr  Baron  Smythe  re- 
inondrated,  and  explained  to  him  the  impoBibUity  of  his  complying  with  his  de- 
nuiitl:  a:;d  alfo  informed  him,  that  if  he  perfided  in  his  (ileiice,  he  mud  be  fen- 
tenced  to  the  /er/e  6*  /  that  he  mud  be  laid  naked  upon  the  ground, 

''  ith  a  conhderable  weight  upoa  him,  which  would  be  gradually  increafed  till  hU 
that  he  would  be  fed  with  a  morfel  of  bread,  and  one  draught  of  the  next 
ditch  water,  daily;  that  he  remembered  two  indances  of  men  ftibmittingfor  a  little 
to  that  puutihment,  hut  that  neither  perfevered  in  their  refoluiion.

be  obferved  in  any,  why  not  in  all  cafes,  and  whatever  the  offence

To  this  queftion  the  gentleman  returned  for  anfwer,  that  the 
law  was  particularly  attentive  to  the  prefervation  of  landed  pro. 
perty ;  that  for  this  reafon,  upon  a  prifoner^s  itaiiding  mute  in 
general,  his  landed  property  was  faved  to  his  family  %  but  that  in 
petty  larcenies,  the  offender  could  not  be  fufpedted  of  having  any 
landed  property;  and  in  cafq  he  had,  the  law  does  not  fubjei^ 
him  to  a  forfeiture  of  it  upon  his  being  found  guilty  upon  pleading 
to  his  indiclment;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  in  cafe  of  high  trea* 
fon,  a  faeft  not  likely  to  be  committed  but  by  men  of  high  rank, 
or  of  high  fpirit,  it  was  judged  neceffary  to  take  away  from  them, 
for  the  fake  of  public  peace,  that  property  in  land,  which  in  the 
hands  of  their  pofterity  might  be  dangerous;  and  in  order  to  mkke 
fure  of  fucceeding  in  that  prudent  purpofc,  it  was  neceffary  to  al« 
ter  and  take  away,  in  that  particular  cafe,  the  common  privilege 
that  ^  perfon  had  by  the  common  law  of  preferving  his  eftate  in 
his  family,  by  fubmitting  to  the  peine  forte  &  dure,  which  oiiiny 
perfbns  of  that  property  and  fpirit,  w^hich  would  qualify  or  difpofe 
them  to  be  guilty  of  high  treafon,  would  certainly  fubmit  to,  and 
go  through  with,  provided  it  w’ould  enable  them  to  preferve^ their 
eilates  in  their  families. 

He  owned  that  this  was  rather  an  apology  for  the  del^ation 
from  the  common  rule  of  the  penalty  ot  (landing  niute  ‘in  thefc

thence. 

The  moft  re¬ 
markable  perfon,  as  I  believe,  that  ever  fabmitted  to  that  penalty, 
w  as  iNlr  C’.alvcrly,  of  a  very  great  family  in^the  nprtb,  who  being

and  galloped  ctwvards  a  farmer's  cottage,  where  one  of  bis  chUdreOi 
an  iafjnt  ai  the  bread.

rumiAattng 
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ruminating  in  gloomy  and  horrid  fatisfailion  upon*  the  approach 
of  the  only  matter  wanting  to  the  6nal  completion  of  his  zealous 
revenge,  the  moon  on  a  Hidden  was  darkened,  he  loll  himfelf  in  * 
the  inidll  of  a  thick  foreft,  the  thunder  of  heaven  which  now  dun¬ 
ned  his  cars,  feemed  to  roll  againil  him  and  fummon  him  to  judg-^ 
nient,  and  the  pale  lightening  appalling  his  foul,  was,  to  his  fran* 
tic  imagination,  the  fiic  of  hell  preparing  punifhments  intolerable, 
and  tortures  excnicia'ting  to  millions  of  ages.  .  He  (lopped,  relent¬ 
ed,  repented,  furrendered,  and  fubmitted  himfelf  to  juftice.  After 
having  made  his  peace  with  heaven,  for  the  murder  of  his  wife 
and  children,  he  was  agonized  by  the  thought  of  his  having  de¬ 
prived  the  child  fo  refeued  from  his  dagger  even  by  the  imme- 
di<tie  inrei  pofition  of  providence  icfelf,  as  jud  related,  of  ihe  edate 
and  dignity  of  its  ancedors,  and  of  leaving  it,  indead  of  its  due  in¬ 
heritance,  poverty,  and  the  infamy  of  fuch  a  father.

WILKES,  Efyi 

IITKE  the  political  principles  thou 
beared  tcdtiiiony  unto  very  well. 
'Thou  an  a  Whig  by  profellion.  I  verily 
believe  thou  art,  in  this  article,  much 
better  than  a  nominal  one  And,  to  fay 
the  truth,  there  is  more  of  the  name, 
and  h  fs  of  the  thing  current  in  all  thefe 
Ijiids  without  exception  of  any  one  of 
them,  than  were  to  be  wilhed,  or  well 
cunfiitcth  with  the  lading  peace  of  our 
Jerulalein. 

Our  common  fafety,  and  rights  have 
been  alfaulted,  yea  periloully  wounded, 
tiirough  thee  in  fundry  cafes— the  inca¬ 
pacity,  as  well  as  the  derpocic  principles 
ot  thole  called  rainifters,  we  bave'all 
experienced  to  our  coft  in  diverfc  in- 
ftanccs— their  abominations  in  every 
part  of  the  dominions  of  the  crown,  he 
that  runs  may  read.  And,  to  fpeak after 
the  manner  of  men,  it  is  impt^ble  that 
public  internal  peace,  anh  the  rule 
t>t  thcMc  aocurfed  things  of  leaders,  can 
«iuch  longer  endure  together.  The 
— ih  manager  was  a  fore  calamity  al¬ 
lotted  tor  the  punllhments  of,  the  land; 
^‘itri;>ning,  and  ambitions  as  he  wai, 
(ompaiicd  about  as  he  was  with  perfonal 
t^rgirds  of  tbofe,  whofe  failings  may  be 
J’fdi-  a  people’s  undoing— deltitnte  of 
thit  largenefs  of  mind,  that  wtfdom 
is  requiAte  to  guide  the  capital 
of  a  mighty  nation— dcRitutc  of 


the  people’s  confidence,  whom  he  arro¬ 
gated  to  rule  at  a  feafon,  when  unre- 
(erved  confidence  in  his  predecelTor  had 
made  a  happy  empire  of  our  lands,  at  a 
feafon  when  it  was  treafon  againft  the 
ftate  tofupplant  the  fuccefsful  condndtor 
of  public  bulinefs- when  it  was  equally 
atrocious  to  make  an  elTay  of  his  own  un¬ 
tried  abilities,  and  of  making  compari- 
fons  ill  prefumptuous  practice,  between 
William  Pitt  and  bimfelf.  In  point  of 
capacity  and  veneration  with  the  people. 
It  was  no  feafon  of  experimental  eilays. 
Integrity  to  the  public,  and  grateful 
feelings  of  unparalelled  public  Tervices 
wonlcT have  controuled  the  impulfe  ef 
ambition,  had  the  ambition  been  honeft, 
refpeefting  either  his  youthful  mafter, 
•r  a  then  contented  people;  a  peace  be¬

redli'on  into  his  hands.  They  are  moro 
cooteropiible,  becaufe  they  wrought 
jaarney-work  for  him— many  of  tmoi 
were  dupes,  and  were  kicked  by  him  af¬ 
ter  they  had  finiibed  their  job.  O  mean* 
fpirited  aoblei  and  grandeca^  ai  ye  are 

caUedf 
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called !  Short  and  few  have  the  inter* 
'vaU  becn»  wherein  the  adminiftratmn 
bath  not  hinndrred,  and  injured  in  ca^ 
pital  matters,  hnce  the  arra  of  the  afore* 
faid  fuppUntatiou.  Sundry  uianitefta* 
tinns  there  are  of  b.  th  ignorance  and 
dcfpotifin,  in  cafes  where  thy  pcrfon 
bath  been  immediately  concerned*  Thy 
refolute  temper,  and  thorough  goings, 
have  at  once  provoked,  embarrafled, 
»nd  expofed  thepn. 

The  combats  thou  haft  maintained 
with  'thefe  ihU>ga  of  minifters,  whom  we 
for  our  iniquities  have  been  vilited  with, 
bave  niiniiiered  very  much  to  my  re¬ 
joicing.  and  1  U’oft  they  will  foon  be 
avertbrowO' 

When  1  pointed  out  one  peftilent  man 
•f  power  by  the  couiiiry  of  hi>  nativity, 
I  meant  rot  to  depreciate  that  land,  be- 
caufe  it  happened  he  drew  his  firft 
breath  therein.  Would  not  every  ho* 
■rft  Engblhman  have  been  thankful  for 
William  Pitt's  adminiftration,  although 
be  had  been  fuckled  on  the  north-fide  of 
the  river,  which  fot  ms  the  ideal  Tine  of 
feparation?  Had  the  north-fuckled  man 
diiiin^nithed  himfelf  e()ually  with  M’’il- 
bam  for  ability,  and  principles  of  free¬ 
dom.  and  love  of  the  great  interefts  of 
the  Briiilh  empire,  could  he  have  been 
honeftlv  defpifed,  if  he  had  arrived  at 
poaer  by  honeft,  and  honourable  means?

land,  fepsratt  and  diftitnft  at  tlw 
do  ms  ih^n  were.  In  another  neigbbn!. 
ing  kingdmu  a  popolar  fnlnea  af  t||«  . 
crown,  was,  among  other  things,  driven 

out  of  his  country  for  fear  of  pantfiunefia  ' 
becaufe  he  had  employed  bit  popnlaru- 
lents  and  ioftiieuce,  in  railing  je%l^(iei[ 
aud  ili-blood  betWeen  the  protefteat  feb- 
jedls  of  EiigUod,  and  bit  native  coei;

Ccnjtsnt/nople,  April  3* 

tartars  arrived  here  the 

J.  14th  and  I7ih  ult.  dif|iat€hed  by 
the  pacha  of  Morea«  with  advice,  that  the 
Inhabitants  of  that  peniofula  had  re¬ 
volted;  that  the  pacha  had  marched  at 
the  hciid  of  15,000  men,  and  had  driven 
them  to  the  mountains;  hut  that  the  re- 
volters  being  rcintorced,  had  come  from 
tiieir  heights,  to  the  number  of  30,000, 
and  had  forced  the  pacha  to  retire  to 
the  forirefs  of  Napoli  di  Romano,  fitu- 
ated  in  thegulphof  that  name. 

“  The  Porte  has  received  further  ad 
vice,  that  40,000  volunteers,  fi*om  diffe¬ 
rent  parts  of  Alia,  ha<l  joined  the  grand 
vizir,  wbofc  army  is  actually  150,000 
ilrong*  But  to  balance  this  lalt  good 
nevs,  we  learn,  that  on  the  24th  ult. 
Ali  Pacha  having  palfed  the  Danube,  at 
the  head  of  I2,ooo  men,  with  a  view  to 
cover  the  workmen  employed  in  repair¬ 
ing  the  britijjcs  on  that  river,  had  been 
attacked,  and  defeated  by  the  Ruffians, 
and  that  the  latter  had  afterwards  in- 
tirtly  dcllroycd  the  bridges.*' 

POLAND. 

ir*iffru>t  Mr.y  2.  “By  advices  from 
Podolia  wr  learn,  that  the  Ruflians  daily 
pals  the  Nicttcr  over  two  bridges,  which 
they  have  conllruiftcd  upon  th.it  river. 
A  general  tranquillity  reigns  in  the  two 
'W'alachias,  and  an  abfolute  want  of 
forage  may  probably  retard  the  opening 
of  the  campaign.  According  to  Che  lafl 
advices  from  Cracow,  wc  learn,  that  M. 
Rierfynlki,  who  was  condemned  to  be 
executed  on  the  20th  of  lad  month, 
found  means  to  efcape  on  the  night  of 
the  19th*  with  four  (>lHcers.  and  all  his 
guards,  confilling  of  50  men.  Thelie  ad¬ 
vices  add,  that  he  remained  upon  the 
frontiers  of  Hungary ;  that  M.  Dzierza- 
nolki,  who  had  the  like  fentcncc  palTcd 
upou  him.  and  who  had  eadtavoured  to 
cfcape  by  the  punifliment  of  the  former, 
had  been  executed,  and  that  it  w’as  ima- 
giiird  M.  Pulawiki  was'  dead  of  bis 
wounda."

Frontiers  of  Itah,  Mjy  8.  •*  Our  a3- 

viifs  from  tliC  Levant,  differ  very  much 
vii'o  i  crptcl  to  the  progrefs  of  the  Ruf- 
jlins  in  the  Morea.  Some  fay  that  they 
me.  t  with  a  great  deal  of  refiit  nice,  and 
others  that  joined  with  the  Greeks  they 
hnr  met  with  great  fuccefs,  infoinuch 
that  except  Napoli  di  Romana,  they  arc 
in  poillliioii  of  all  the  ftropg  places.  In 
the  inc-iii  time  both  parties  arc  invctc- 
r<tc  aoaind  c.tch  other,  inaflacring  all 
they  meet  witlj.  The  Riifliaiis  give  no 
i^'Mrter  to  the  Xurk.s,  but  when  they 
voluntarily  fiirrender  thernfelves;  and 
tl»o  Jiiidi  in  general  has  offered  a  resvard 
ot'  i\v()  fcqiiins  a-hcad  for  every  Turk, 
tliat  the  Greeks  will  bring  him,  which 
makes  the  latter,  who  are  greedy  of  mo- 
my  and  averfe  !•  the  Turks,  fhew  no 
mercy  to  any  of  them’'

The  Sicur  Murawlki,onc  of  the  chiefs

A  camp  of  12,000  Auflrian  troops  Is 
going  to' be  formed  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Milan. 

They  write  from  Genoa,  that  in  the 
courfe  of  the  laR  month,  three  new  Ihips 
of  war,  one  of  6o,  one  of  50,  and  one  of 
4^*^  guns,  were  launched  in  that  port,  and 
were  preparing  to  be  navigated  by  Ge- 
noefe  and  Dutch  Tailors  to  the  ports  of 
Marfeilles  and  Toulon,  for  the  FrencU 
fervice.

Lord  Shelburne  obferved,  ‘‘That  fuch 
rcfolutions  againd  the  culprit  being  mo¬ 
ved  to  be  put  off  by  himfelf,  was  fuch  a 
manifed  violation  of  jndice,  and  fuch  a 
proditution  of  parliament,  that  he  hoped 
impeachment  would  fooii  follow.  He, 
reproached  adininidratinri  for  having 
put  into  the  kinj^s  mouth,  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  feflion,  a  recommendation' of 
the  affairs  of  America,,  as  one  of  the 
prlixipal  objetds  for  the  ronlidnratton 
of  parliament,  and  then  fuffering  every 
d.iy  to  elapfe,  without  fo  much  as  no*, 
ticing  that  great  object ;  and  now  that 
it  was  come  to  the  iifi  dau  and  the  mat-, 
ter  moved  by  tlie  noble  duke,  they,  with 
a  mod  fliameful  and  fcandalons  effronte¬ 
ry,  avoided  all  enquiry,  by  moving  and 
putting  the  quedion  to  adjourn**"-  -  He 
concluded  his  fpeech  with  obfervii^, 
**  That  he  hoped  it  would  not  be  taken 
as  a  compliment  intended  for  himfelf,  if 
he  afferted,  that,  duriug  his  preddiii}^  iia^ 
the  American  department,  every  thiQg 
was  condntded  with  becomiug  fpirit  on 
the  fide  of  the  crown,  and  leniency  cki 
that  of  the  colopids,  and  yet  no  com¬ 
plaints  arofe,  it  ever  being  his  principle 
to  hold  them  as  countrymen,  fellowrfub- 
jeCts,  and  Englinimen.*' 

Lord  Weymouth  made  a  fhort  reply  ; 
at  the  clofe  of  which  the  houfe  divided 
on  the  quedion  for  adjournment,  when 
the  numbers  dood  thos  :
